The  number  of  Deaths  of  children  under  the  age 'of  one  year  is  4, 
representing  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  Live  Births  of  15.32. 

Of  these  4,  only  1  occurred  in  Shildon,  (cause  being  Convulsions  and 
Broncho  Pneumonia)  producing  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  3.9  per  1,000 
Live  Births  for  the  Shildon  Area  only. 

The  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  22.5  per  1,000  Live  Births 
for  the  year  ended  1958.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 

ITater  Supply. 

The  area  has  a  piped  supply  of  water  provided  by  the  Durham  County  Water 
Board. 

An  ample  supply  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  the  supply  is  of 
good  quality  and  regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  tests  are  carried  out 
by  the  Durham  County  Water  Board. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  Urban  A rea  is  serviced  by  the  Council  and  deals  with  some  4,752  houses. 

A  weekly  collection  is  carried  out  and,  with  the  decrease  in  the  numbers  of 
properties  in  the  out-lying  area  due  to  demolition,  the  number  of  privies 
in  the  area  has  been  reduced  to  231  and  this  reduction  should  continue  as  a 
result  of  the  Council* s  Scheme  to  give  a  Grant  towards  owners  carrying  out 
Privy  Conversions  on  their  properties. 

The  Controlled  Tip  at  Sunnydalo  has  now  been  in  operation  for  over ‘a  year 
and  excellent  results,  are  being  obtained  by  the  methods  used  there. 

Collection  of  Salvage. 

This  service  has  been  continued  along  with  the  normal  collection  of 
household  refuse  in  the  area  and,  during  the  year  “has  provided  a 
substantial  contribution  to  the  General  Rate  Pund*

One  complete  Sewer  Treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  month  of  October, 
1953.,  the  results  of  which  were  satisfactory.  In  addition,  private 
businesses  and  dwelling  houses  were  also  treated  as  and  where  necessary  - 
a  charge  being  made  to  properties  other  than  dwelling  house  property. 

1  full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  this  work.

PRIVY  CONVERSION.  •  *  “ 

A  Scheme  was  introduced  in  1957  by  this  Council,  for  a  Grant  og  £10,0.0. 
per  privy  conversion  approved  by  the  Council,  The  areas  affected  are 
principally  those  in  Eldon,  Brusselton  and  Middridge  and,  as  applications 
for  such  Grant  are  dealt  with  in  strict  rotation,  they  should  be  made 
well  in  advance  of  any  work’ of  this  nature  being  carried  out.  During 'the 
year  ending  December,  1958.,  there  were  32  No,  Conversions  completed. 


MILK  RETAILERS, 


There  are  seven  (7)  Retail  Purveyors  in  the  District  who  are  supplying 
either  Pasteurised  or  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  Milk,  Frequent 
samples  have  been  taken  by  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  and 
also  by  the  Durham  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee*  s  representative 
and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

POOD  AND  POOD  HYGIENE. 


a)  Food  Hygiene. 

During  the  year  regular  visits  were  paid  to  the  food  shops,  bakeries 'and 
premises  from  which  food  is  sold  in  the  area  including  public  houses. 

With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  of  the  public  houses,  these  have  been 
brought  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations.,  and  the 
remainder  have  proposals  in  hand.  Hie  main  features  have  been  the 
provisions  of  on* adequate  hot  water  supply  and  separate  toilet  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  females.  With  regard  to  the  food  premises  in  general,  the  main 
cause  for  complaint  is  dirty  overalls  used  by  some  members  of  the  staff 
concerned.  As  all  the  occupiers  of  these  premises  had  been ‘notified  in 
1957.,  of  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  a  marked 
improvement  was  shown  throughout  the  area.  ' 

The  main  cause  of  complaint  in  other  cases,  was  that  which  arose  in  vans, 
in  which  food  was  being  transported  for  sale  and  Ice  Cream  vans. 
Difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  respect  to  the  former  as  there 
Is  no  true  definition  of  what  is  meant  by  "food  for  Immediate  consumption” 
with  the  result  that  on  two  occasions,  legal  action  has  been  with-held 
in  enforcing  the  regulations  as  there  was  a  doubt  whether  or  not  the  food 
concerned  was  for  *  immediate  consumption,  an  example  of  these  are  bakery 
and  butchers  vans.  With  regard  to  Ice  Cream  carts,  there  Is  a  tendency 
to  carry  the  appliances  necessary  to  conform  to  the  regulations,  the 
appliances  themselves  being  inadequate  in  size  and  capacity, 

I  MEAT . 

There  continues ‘to  be  six  (6)  licenced  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  area  but, 
during  the  year,  only  three  (3)  of  these  were "used  regularly  for 
slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption. 

Beast  bought  for  slaughtering,  continue  to  be  of  a  very  high  quality 
but  difficulty  in  inspection  at  the  times  of  slaughtering  continue,  due 
to  the  varying  of  the  times  of  slaughtering  by  the  butcher  concerned  to 
suit  their  requirements. The  "majority ‘of  the  slaughtering  occurs  either  in 
the  evenings  or  at  weekends.  However,  every  endeavour  is  made  to  inspect 
all  meat  and  there  is  a  standard  arrangement  with  the  butchers,  that  no 
carcases  are  to  be  removed  from  the  Slaughter  House  before  10,0  a.m. ,  of 
the  day  following  slaughtering  unless  inspected.
